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1. Claims: 1-14 

A system for ensuring correct insertion and spatial 
orientation of a prosthesis cup and / or a prosthesis stem 
of an artificial hip joint, the system comprising: 

- a tool for controlling mutual positioning of the main 
components in a hip prosthesis; 

- a measuring device for measuring the distance between two 
supports connected to the parient's pelvis and leg; and 

- a detachable positioning tool designed to be connected to 
a handle part connected to the said tool for controlling 
mutual positioning or to extensions of the prosthesis 
components, and to two supports connected to the patient's 
pelvis and leg. 



1.1. Claims: 2-10 

A measuring device for measuring the distance between 
two supports for use during surgical procedures. 



1.2. Claims: 11-14 

A positioning tool for ensuring correct insertion of a 
prosthesis cup and / or a prosthesis stem of an 
artificial hip joint. 
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
